Germany's purpose is believed two- 
fold—to control the Scheldt, and thus 
have a point of vantage from which 
to conduct naval operations against 
Great Britain and to secure more ter- 
titory with which to bargain when 
the peace negotiations begin.

Interesting side lights on how the 
American soldiers are faring in Mex- 
ico are reaching here through mem- 
bers of the expeditionary force who 
are sent back from the front as 
couriers.

The fighting at Las Cruces, follow- 
ing the engagement at Namaquipa 
yesterday indicates that the Carranza 
troops are pressing Villa hard in his 
flight northward along the Santa 
Maria River, and that the outlaw may 
soon be forced to stand and give bat- 
tle to the American troops now mov- 
ing southward. 

The American and de facto govern- 
ment troops are drawing the cordon 
closer around the elusive Villa, and 
within a few days, army officers here 
believe, it will be known whether 
Villa is to meet his fate in battle or 
Dae his pureuers by a successful es- 
aape into the Sierra Madres. A series 
of running fights is anticipated. 

With the Carranzistas pushing 
steadily from the north and the two 
American columns moving southward, 
Villa can only turn into the mountain 
ranges on his flanks should he try to 
avoid battle. If the outlaw decides 
to flee into the mountains he will 
probably break up his command into 
small bands, leaving them to their 
own devices and turn into the puzzling 
trails of the Sierra Madres, which he 
knows so well. 

Marion Letcher, the United States 
Consul at Chihuahua, telephoned to 
Consul Garcia at El Paso today that 
the reports about anti-American dem- 
onstrations in Chihuahua were all 
false. Such reports were circulated 
along the border, he had heard at the 
time of Carranza’s manifesto, before 
the crossing of American troops had 
been settled by the two governments. 
During the crisis, sald Letcher, the 
Mexican people kept calm and showed 
great tact.

Because, she says, she was called 
a shoplifter in a complaint to the San 
Francisco authorities, arrested and 
caused to appear in Police Court like 
a common criminal, Mrs. Florence 
Thorpe, wife of Dr. A. C. Thorpe of 
No. 920 West Twentieth street, an- 
nounced last night that she will file 
suit in the local courts today or to- 
morrow against Koenig 4 Collins, 
fashionable merchant tailors of San 
Francisco, for $25,000 damages. At- 
torney Arthur C. Vaughn is prepar- 
ing the case. 

damage suit comes as the re- 
sult of the arrest of Mra. Thorpe on 
representations alleged * have been 
made by Mr. Koenig to the District 
Attorney of San Francisco. The ar- 
rest of the Los Angeles society woman 


for altering a suit that Mrs. Thorpe 
had previously purchased from Koe- 
nig & Collins. 

According to Attorney Vaughn, Mrs. 
Thorpe paid the firm $560 for a suit. 
The coat was not satisfactory and was 
returned for alteration. It Was never 
properly fitted, she says, although re- 
turned to the shop five times. Finally 
the coat was sent to Mrs. Thorpe's 
apartment with the message that un- 
less she paid the alteration bill she 
would be arrested. On the morning 
the threat was made Mrs. Thorpe and 
her husband went out. On her re- 
turn she learned that Mr. Koenig and 
an officer had called at the house. 
Mrs. Vaughn hurried to the Police 
Station, submitted to arrest and was 


‘duly dismissed after going through 


the prescribed forms of the law. At- 
torney Vaughn made an investigation 
and learned, he says, that Mrs. Thorpe 
had been represented to the District 
Attorney as a shoplifter about to 
leave the jurisdiction of the courts. 

“The District Attorney told me that 


had presented a case In which he said 
immediate action was needful.” At- 
torney Vaughn stated last evening. 
“The District Attorney told me that 
he never signed a warrant for an ar- 
rest over a trivial matter without 
making the fullest investication, as 
certain merchants were attempting to 
use his office for a collection agency, 
and by securing warrants forcing the 
payment of their claims. This ap- 
pears to be tn outrageous miscar- 
riage of justice, and I have the word 
of the District Attorney that all of the 
facts will be disclosed just as they 
occurred. I have wired for a tran- 
script of the evidence and as soon as 
it arrives I will file our complaint.” 
Mrs. Thorpe said last night that she 
was forced to go through all of the 
procedure of the courts, just as 
though she had been guilty of a 
crime. “In addition I was subjected 
to a most humiliating experience by 
the managers of the store, by the fit- 
ters, and finally made the object of 
a warrant charging shoplifting. I 
shall certainly seek full redress in the 
courts for the suffering I was forced 
to undergo.” 

Mrs. Thorpe appeared in Police 
Judge Brady's court on the 15th inst. 
The contention of the prosecution in 
the case against Mrs. Thorpe was that 
she forcibly took possession of the 
suit from a messenger boy who had 
been employed in carrying the suit 
back and forth during the process of 
alteration.
